WASHINGTON (UPI) — Dr. 
Edward Teller, so-called “father 
of the H-bomb,” urged the Sen­ 
ate today to reject the limited 
nuclear test ban treaty and to re­ 
sume testing on a limited basis 
in the atmosphere. 


Teller told senators that for 
them to ratify the treaty would 
be a “dreadful and tragic mis­ 
take ' — greater than the “small” 
diplomatic mistake of approving 
it. 


Teller recommended that, in­ 
stead, 
that the United States 
“challenge the Russians” to join 
in 
limiting future atmospheric 
tests to a total that would re­ 
lease no more than one megaton 
of fissionable material per year. 


The nuclear physicist, speaking 
extemporaneously and often pas­ 
sionately, said the pending treaty 
to ban all but underground tests 
is “not a step toward peace” but 
a step “away from safety and 
possibly a step toward war.’ .. 


Teller called Secretary of De­ 
fense 
Robert 
S. 
McNamara's 
judgment that Russia has not de­ 
veloped a successful anti-missile 
defense system and “undue ex­ 
aggeration.” He conceded that 
anti - missile development could 
proceed with only the under­ 
ground 
tests 
permitted 
under 
the treaty, but disagreed that 
an 
effective system could 
be 
completed without tests in the 
atmosphere. 


Teller also said the test ban 
treaty 
would 
not 
“outlaw 
all 
knowledge” — only “some rela­ 
tive knowledge” obtainable only 
in atmospheric tests — but it 
“ties 
one 
hand 
behind 
the 
back." Teller said “this is a 
field where I want to work with 
both hands.”

HAZLETON, Pa. (UPI) 
— 
Grimfaced 
rescuers, 
mud-spattered and weary, 
worked desperately against 
time today to reach three 
coal miners—one of whom 
may be unconscious—trap­ 
ped for eight days by a 
cave-in at the Fellin Coal 
Co. mine 331 feet below 
ground. 


The 12-inch steel bit of a 60-ton 
drill crunched against solid rock 
at the 110-foot mark as men at 
the top bored a hole they will 
enlarge to 28 inches in order 
to pull the men to the surface. 


Relatives keeping anxious vigil 
were told by the men below 
ground they were feeling “good, 
only cold,” and were advised to 
“keep the home fires burning.” 


The big bit began operating at 
4 a.m. and quickly bored through 
110 feet of clay before hitting the 
rock strata. Miners said it would 
be midnight before the 12-inch 
hole reached the big buck vein 
chamber where David Fellin, 58, 
and Henry Throne, 28, are trap­ 
ped. 


May Be Injured 


No word has been heard since 
9 a.m. Monday from Louis Bova, 
42, the third man who was caught 
in a separate chamber in the an­ 
thracite vein. At that time he 
called to Thorne and Fellin who 
reported 
Bova 
apparently 
had 
suffered a hip injury. 


Throne told the surface that 
he thought Bova would be all 
right because “there’s a lot of 
fight in him.”

board approved both. The ordin­ 
ance banning shooting of fire­ 
arms in resideintial areas in­ 
cludes an uninhabited island. 


The new pool ordinance re­ 
quires five foot fences around 
pools, rather than the previous 
sx. 


A group of hunters protested 
that it was pointless and unreas­ 
onable to ban hunting on White’s 
Island, which is a favorite duck 
hunting spot at Scudder Falls 
Bridge. 


Law Needed 


But the supervisors, P e t e r 
Campbell, Russell Carter and Wil­ 
liam Mackensen Jr., said the 
township needed an 
ordinance 
which police could enforce and 
said they planned to pass the 
present one, even if it meant 
amending it later. 


This “pea shooter” law is Or­ 
dinance No. 12-63, which not only 
outlaws shooting guns, pistols, 
and rifles, but also is all-inclusive 
to cover pea shooters, BB guns, 
sling shots and beenies. The or­ 
dinance was passed unanimously. 


Ray Yantz, vice president of 
the Yardleyville Protective Asso­ 
ciation, questioned why his favor­ 
ite hunting spot on a Lower Make­ 
field farm had to be included in 
the ordinance. 


Chairman Campbell explained 
the area is classed residential. 
The new law applies to all the 
township except the rural areas, 
and makes it unlawful to fire 
guns within 1,000 feet of any 
school. 


Face Fines, Jail 


Violators face fines of from $25 
to $100 or IO to 30 days in jail. 
The law forbids hunting in the 
area east of Morrisville-Yardley 
and Taylorsville Roads.

WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, 
W. Va. (UPI) — Southern gover­ 
nors sidestepped an internal fight 
over civil rights today by chang­ 
ing the rules of their annual con­ 
ference to require a unanimous 
vote on resolutions. 
The move was seen as a face- 
saving gesture for Alabama Gov. 
George C, Wallace who came to 
the annual Southern Governors 
Conference armed with four con­ 
troversial anti-integration resolu­ 
tions. 
Any one of the governors could 
veto a resolution he found not to 
his liking under the unanimous 
rule and this would mean certain 
death for Wallace’s resolutions if 
they had ever come up for floor 
action. 
Wallace, following the 12-0 vote 
in favor of the rules change, let 
it be known that he would either 
drop the idea of submitting the 
resolutions or offer them only as 
a perfunctory step. 
It required only five minutes to 
change the old rule under which 
a three-fourth vote was needed 
for adoption of resolutions. 
Seconds Vote Change 
South 
Carolina 
Gov. 
Donald 
Russell made the formal motion 
to change the rules and Wallace 
seconded it. 
Wallace called the change “ex­ 
cellent and consistent” with the 
recent national governors confer­ 
ences at 
Miami 
Beach which 
blocked a similar fight over civil 
rights by changing its rules to 
require unanimous approval for 
resolutions. 


Yardley Borough Council last 
night adopted an amendment to 
the zoning ordinance which pro­ 
hibits building apartments in res­ 
idential areas. 
Council approved the amend­ 
ment despite the fact its borough 
solicitor, Fred Bebbington, had 
noted a "loophole” in the law. 
He explained at a previous pub­ 
lic hearing on the amendment 
that the section in the law which 
prohibits conversion of homes in­ 
to apartments was undesirable 
since it might be a good thing in 
some instances. 
Law OK’d Despite Clause 
However, council decided to ap 
prove the 
amendment anyway 
since the intentions of the section 
were not against the interest of 
the community. 
The 
amendment 
had 
b e e n 
drawn up by the ordinance com­ 
mittee, while Bebbington was on 
vacation. Charles Carroll, chair­ 
man of the ordinance committee, 
explained the committee had not 
intended to exclude conversions 
when desirable. 
Carroll assured the estimated 
25 persons attending that a furth­ 
er study of the zoning ordinance 
would be made, and the zoning 
code would be updated later any­ 
way. 
When the code is updated, he 
said, then the conversion clause 
would be altered at that time. 
This action brought to a close 
a long struggle by citizens who 
had 
protested 
the 
many 
new 
apartments being built in residen­ 
tial sections. 
The residents had formed a 
Yardley Citizen’s Association to 
fight the apartment boom. After 
the public protests, Council’s ordi­ 
nance committee decided to alter 
the zoning law to prevent further 
construction. 
Other Action 
In other action, council received 
a petition from a firm which 
seeks to rezone a vacant lot at 
College Ave. and Main St. in 
order to install a service station. 
Council took no action but will 
give the request a public airing 
at a future date to be announced. 
A report was given on recently 
operated speed traps in the bor­ 
ough. A total of 65 motorists had 
been caught, according to Mayor 
Myles J. Furey. 
“We intend to continue this 
speed trap, he declared, 
“un­ 
til motorists realize the speed 
laws are there for safety reasons 
and must comply with them.” 
The speed traps were conducted 
along Main St. and River Road, 
where the speed limit is 35 m.p.h. 
It is 25 m.p.h. in business sec­ 
tions. 


The Lower Makefield Board of
